At the current rate of expendi-

They point out that the effects go 


much further than the District of 
Columbia, for people in Wisconsin 
hold hold bonds on Washington real 
(Estate. 


The bill is similar, to tho Wiscon- 


fein law, but is in some" respects bet- 
ter, Representative Hull says. 


Senator John J. Elaine of Boscobcl 


is chairman of the sub-committee of 
the Senate Committee on the District 
of Columbia which drafted the simi- 
lar bill before the Senate. 


There have been several scandals 


in financing Washington real estate 
recently, and an investigation 
by 


Senator Elaine's sub-committee was 
threatened. It was decided, however, 
that passage of the measure to pre- 
vent such practices in the 
future 


would be all that was necessary, and 
the real estate and financing business 
did not oppose the measure. 


In fact, a Maryland congressman 


and other officers of one financing 
firm are under indictment for engag- 
ing in some of the practices the bill is 
designed to eliminate.

Washington—Can radio be used as 


a bugkiller and as plant food? 


These are questions the federal ra- 


llo commission must consider in its 
determination of a future policy as 
o the allocation of radio frequencies 
or the extermination of insects from 
ruit trees and for rejuvenating plant 
growth. 


The Electric-Spray Corporation, of 


Wenatchee, "Wash.. 
says it can be 


done. And it wants' radio facilities to 
:arry on its work of shooting electri- 
•al 
impulses 
into 
horticultural 


o'rowths and thus it claims, render a 
iervlce to mankind, as well as shunt 
o obsolescense the chemical spray 
methods. 


But the commission "is from Mis- 


iouri." Its engineers, hardened as to 
he utility of radio, ranging from or- 
dinary communication 
to the tran- 


smission of pictures, the discovery ot 
mineral deposits, Or the opeiation of 
Inveless machines, 
are somewhat 


skeptical. 


The commission has more- than the 


mere consideration of the merits of 
he system before it. It must decide 
vhether such use of radio is actually 
'communication," 
and whether 
it 


would be in the "public interest" to 
permit it. It is known, that the use 
of these mysterious machines seri- 
ously interferes with other radio ac- 
tivities. Damped waves emitted from 
spark transmitters are taboo for gen- 
eral radio operations under interna- 
.ional agreement 
because of their 


damaging' broad signals. 


Senator Dili, oC 
Washington, ap- 


pearing on behalf of the corporation, 
doubted that the. system is actually 
radio. The electrical 
impulses are 


shot into space. He endorsed the ap- 
plication of the company to have two 
stations, one of the 68 kilocycle fre- 
quency with 10,000 
watts of power, 


and the other on 56 kilocycles 
with 


6,000 watts. 


To get all possible technical facts, 


Commissioner E. O. Sykes ordered a 
hearing-, and put on the stand Lieut. 
Ewell K. Jett, engineer of the com- 
mission, under 
whose supervision 


such a novel service would come. 


"In what way 
is this bug-killing 


transmission any different from oth- 
er radio emissions, and just how do 
these radio signals 
operate on the 


bugs?" was the 
question asked by 


Commissioner Sykes. 


"There is no difference as far as I 


can learn from the application," re- 
plied the lieutenant. "The station 
proposes to use a spark transmitter 
which merely sends 
out code mes- 
sages. It says it wants the station 
for the extermination of insects by 
radio. It states it has used radio in 
connection with 
plant growth and 


has obtained marvelous results. Per- 
sonally 1 have no knowledge regard- 
ing such use for radio, nor have I 
ever read anything- which would indi- 
cate that radio 
can be successfully 


used for that purpose." 


"Can these 
signals 
be directed 


along a certain line 
so as to cover 


spring orchards, for instance?" the 
judge asked. 


"No, sir," Lieut. Jett replied, "the 


station merely sends 
out a damped 


wave which radiates in all directions 
and cannot be specially 
controlled. 


Its range would 
be commensurate 


with the power used, and with 10,000 
watts the waves would go out 1,000 
miles."

States supreme court.-Some questions

•;al importance that the qualifications of 
--the appointee ought to be thoroughly 


• •investigated and considered. Once ele- 
•'vatcd to the supreme bench the justice 
"is there for life and that may be a long- 
-time. It compels the greatest care in 
'the selection and confirmation of ap- 
, pointees, particularly where they are 
- not widely and intimately known. 


The New York World 
calls atten- 


tion to the fact that Judge Brandcis' 
'nomination was 
pending for 
four 


months, that of Justice Holmes for a 
similiar period while Justice Harlan's 
name Avas before the senate for eight 
months. This,/ as it remarks, is good 
tradition. It emphasizes caution and 
deliberation in the making up of the 
personnel of a body whose decisions 
and acts are in many respects more im- 
portant than those of congress and the 
president. 


To subject the nomination of Judge 


Parker to searching scrutiry is only 
the part of common sense and good 
judgment. It cannot be construed as 
reflecting upon cither him or the presi- 
dent. If anything, the supreme court 
ought to be freshened with men of lib- 
eral philosophy. As it is constituted to- 
day it is rather 'unbalanced on the side 
of conservatism. It seems to us Judge 
Parker's 
nomination 
ought to be 


weighed in this light as well as by the 
customary standards of 
ability 
and 


training. 


and asking questions. But should not 
Americans who are opposed to social- 
ism be upholding what remains of old- 
fashioned American individualism? 


PROHIBITION POLL 


The vote on prohibition conducted 


by the Literary Digest is beginning to 
command national attention and com- 
ment. Twenty million ballots in all are 
to be solicited on the theory that that 
number will reflect fairly accurately 
national sentiment. The editor of Liter- 
ary Digest who has assumed personal 
direction of the poll is classed as a dry. 
He at least favors enforcement, so that 
it cannot be asserted there is ulterior 
purpose or prejudice against the eigh- 
teenth amendment in the undertaking. 


The vote thus far is heavily in favor 


of modification'or repeal of the eigh- 
teenth amendment. 
It is, in fact, al- 


most a rout for the clrys. 
The large 


cities without exception are predom- 
inantly wet. Even New Orleans in the 
South is voting more than 9 to 1 for 
repeal. Smaller cities and rural districts 
of the South conform to their reputa- 
tion of being dry, as do other rural lo- 
calities here and there throughout the 
country. 


Some statements have been made to 


the effect that the dry leaders were 
urging prohibitionists not to take part 
in the balloting, while Senator Brook- 
hart is quoted as objecting that only 
17,000. ballots were sent to the sup- 
posedly dry state of Iowa, but the Lit- 
erary Digest replies that more 
than 


600,000 ballots were sent to that state. 
We have no doubt the ballot is con- 
ducted in good faith and in complete 
fairness to both sides. 


The Literary Digest election polls 


have come to indicate the trend of 
presidential .contests with almost un- 
canny accuracy. It will be hard to be- 
lieve, no matter what the prohibition 
poll shows, that the country is not still 
popularly dry. 
This has been an as- 


sumption throughout the experiment, 
hardly questioned'by the radical wets. 
The conviction is held to be the real 
reason why definite measures have not 
been undertaken for repeal or modi- 
fication and actively pushed. If the fin- 
al vote of the Literary Digest approx- 
imates anywhere near 
20,000,000 
it 


seems to us it will have to be regarded 
as representative of the present 
day 


public attitude. Even 10,000,000 votes 
would give, in our opinion, a reliable 
clue to national sentiment. Up to this 
time the repealers and modificationists 
have had it altogether their way.

But Pasteur's great discovery, that 
microbes cause fermentation, save him a clue. 


Lister now obser\ cd that the microbes which 


cause gangrene could not arow irt the wound 
unless they had been carried there. At first he 
thought they came from the air, so he used car- 
bolic acid on wounds to exclude the air. Finally 
he discovered that the microbes which did the 
most damage were carried to the wound from 
the hands, the clothing, the bandages or the in- 
struments used in the operation.

"aseptic treatment." that 
IP, the U5o of anti- 


septics on dressings applied to wounds and tho 
sterilizing of sponges, gloves, bandages and in- 
struments.

Formerly peptic ulcer more fre- 


quently diagnosed in. the stomach; 
today it is more frequently diag- 
nosed in the duodenum, that 12 fin- 
ger length, of alimentary tube just 
below or beyond the stomach, piac- 
tically the second stomach. 


Thus, if one scries of 556 cases of 


peptic ulcer 395 were duodenal and 
only 161 gastric. So it's a. bit old 
fashioned to have your ulcer in the 
first stomach now. 


Pain in the stomach region was a 


chief complaint in 461 of the 536 
cases. In COS cases the pain came on 
at n fairly regular interval after 
meals, and the -length of this inter- 
val gave no indication of the situa- 
tion of the ulcer, that is, the pain 
might begin shortly after meals or 
not until two or three hours after 
meals, whether the ulcer was in the 
stomach or in the duodenum. 


The pain was relieved in 383 cases 


by taking food; in 304 cases by a. 
dose of alkali; in 48 cases by epigas- 
trium; in 142 cases by vomiting; in 
140 cases by belching. By the way 
"gas" was a prominent complaint of 
302 of these ulcer patients. (And I 
still maintain that "gas" in itself 
never a sufficient explanation foi 
pain or other distress calling foi 
medical relief.)

(Post-Creacent Wash. Bureau) 


Washington—Th« Ann Arbor rail- 


road and other interested lines are 
coming to the defense of the pro- 
posed new rates on lumber from 
Kewaunee, Manitowoc and nearby 
points to Central Freight association 
territory which Wisconsin 
lumber 


shippers have been attacking. 


The railroads have filed a brief 


with the Interstate Commerce Com-, 
mission 
asking that 
the 
tariff, 


changing the rates which is at* pres- 
ent suspended, go into effect as orig- 
inally planned with only one change. 
That change is a lowering of the 
rate from Iron Mountain, one of 
the Michigan points effected. 
The 


new tariff was published by the Ann 
Arbor railroad. 


The tariff was to have gone into 


effect on January 23, but the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission received 
so many complaints from "Wisconsin 
shippers that is suspended it until 
August 23, 1930. 


The present rates divide the Wis- 


consin and Michigan origin points 
into three groups, with those falling 
in groups 2 and 3 specifically named 
and all unnamed points coming 
in 


group 1. The rates of group 1 are 
slightly lower than the others. The 
new rates 
regroup 
these 
origin 


points and specifically places each 
city in one of the three groups. 


The railroads, in their brief, as- 


sert that the changed grouping -will 
not increase the rates. It is this in- 
crease in rates which the shippers 
say will result from the change, that 
they have been fighting. 


The railroads contend

Until quite recently Wall Street 


had looked for an issue of upwards 
of $200,000,000 of short term securi- 
ties around the middle of this month. 
It now appears that individuals and 
corporations camo through the dis- 
turbance last fall somewhat better 
than •was thought possible. 
Income 


taxes are above estimates and the 
treasury has more funds than it had 
reckoned upon. 


If any new treasury Issue is made, 


it is believed the government will 
make it an offering of non-interest 
bearing bills. Financing with that 
form of security Is something new in 
the United States, although a famil- 
iar instrument in British government 
operations for many 
years. 
Only 


two issues of such bills have been 
made by the U. S. treasury since 
congress last year authorized sale of 
government securities at a price be- 
low par. 


One offering was made on Feb. 18, 


when 156,000,000 worth of bills were 
sold on an average basis of 3.30 per 
cent and were resold to investors on 
a 3.164 per cent basis. The first is- 
sue consisted of $100,000,000 
bills 


which were marketed by tho treas- 
ury on a. 3J per cent basis. 


HAS ADVANTAGES 


Financing with non-interests bear- 


ing bills has numerous advantages 
over the older form of certificates of 
indebtedness. 
One of the principal 


ones is that the burden of determin- 
ing what interest rate the govern- 
ment shall pay is shifted from the 
shoulders of the treasury officials to 
those of the bankers who buy the 
bills. They tender bids for the bills 
at 
discounts 
which they 
believe 


represent the open market rate for 
short term government funds. \V~hen 
the treasury sells certificates of in- 
debtedness which bear interest 
it 


must figure out what is the correct 
rate. 


"While the secretary o£ the treas- 


ury has displayed much astuteness 
in guaging the market for money and 
rarely has gone far wrong, there 
havo been instances where ho ob- 
viously fixed interest too low and 
had but moderate success in market- 
ing notes. On tho other hand, there 


have been times when he put 


tho rate at a level which seemed, in 
the light of later events, unnecessar- 
ily high. 
Competitive bidding auto- 


matically determines what the real 
market is. In the long run it en- 
ables the government to avoid un- 
necessary interest. 


Another advantage Is that the new 


system lends to avoid disturbance 
in tho money market. 
Formerly, 


\\ hen it was known that certificates 
would be sold, the market would wait 
until the rato was known and was 
often influenced materially by 
it. 


Now it ia known that tho rate will 
actually be the going market rate. 


Treasury bills financing is chiefly 


of interest to the money market be- 
cause, unliko certificates oC indebt- 
edness, subscriptions to bills must 
bo made for cash and such cash is 
actually withdrawn from the market. 
"When certificates 
of 
indebtedness 


are sold it is largely a bookkeeping 
operation between banks and 
the 


treasury. The banks give the gov- 
ernment credit on their books for 
the amount of certificates which 
they respectively buy and the gov- 
ernment draws the money out in 
.small amounts as needed.

listinct importance to business. In 
tudying the trend 
of prices 
we 


•nust, therefore, take into account 
hese two types of movements. More- 
ver, all commodities do not move 


alike. The general average, for in- 
tance, is now 4 per cent below last 
•ear, but at least one commodity is 
3 per cent higher than laet year 
ind another 43 per cent lower than 
ast year. This means that each in- 
dividual commodity must be studied 
separately. My studies now indicate 
hat while the long swing of the gen- 
eral price index is still downward 
and has been since 1920, certain in 
dividual prices have probably reach 
ed bottom for the time at least and 
should improve. 
CAUSES FOR PRICE DECLINE 
It seems perfectly clear that the 


principal cause of the recent price 
declines of bisth raw materials and 
'inished goods was the over-produc 
:ion 
experienced in 1928 and 1929. 


If there is any law in economics 
which always works, it is that you 
cannot continue increasing produc- 
tion at an abnormal rate 
without 


over-supplying the market and caus- 
ing a reaction. This is just what 
occurred. W© don't have to look to 
the declining gold supply, interest 
rates, or other theoretical factors to 
explain why sugar, coffee, wheat, 
steel, rubber, 
cement, 
and 
other 


staple commodities have fallen in 
price. It is purely a question of sup- 
ply and demand. 


The supply was built up to high 


levels last year, and the demand, 
following the stock market slump, 
fell off. Price cutting was the only 
corrective measure that could b© ap- 
plied. It wasn't a question of in 
sufficient credit that caused wheat 
:o drop. 
The government was in 


the midst of extending 
enormous 


credit to wheat cooperatives when 
;he greatest price smash occurred. 
There was no lack of money to car- 
ry sugar, coffee, rubber, etc. The 
supply of these things far exceeded 
the demand and prices dropped. In- 
sofar as the present easy 
money 


policy helps general business, it will, 
of course, ultimately help to firm up 
the comrndity price situation. While 
many commodities may continue to- 
ward lower levels,'it is probable that 
:he worst of the price cutting has 
seen seen and that the drastic re- 
ductions of the past few months will 
DO less frequent. 


Out of 78 commodities, prices now 


are lower than last year in 56 cases, 
.he same as a year ago in 12 cases, 
and higher than a year ago in 10 
cases. The agricultural group has 
suffered the most 
spectacular de- 


clines, notably in wheat. Cotton also 
is low. Sugar and coffee are very 
low. 
Among the industrial 
price 


group, textiles, rubber, leather, pa- 
per, metals, building materials, have 
been hit hard. It should not be as- 
sumed, however, that 
merely be- 


experi- 
it has 


necessarily hit its low and will im- 
mediately recover. 
The conditions 


of supply and demand in each com- 
modity will determine that. 
It is 


true, nevertheless, that low prices 
tend to stimulate demand and

time this causes prices to advance.
